Secretary O'Dea of Cohoes, N. Y,, 


Comes Up and Takes 


Action. 


THE I KM WOULD NOT ENDORSE. 


The Secretary Said a Nine-Hour Day 


at Nino-Hour Pay Could be Had, 


But to Demand Ten Hours 


Pay was 
Unfair. 


The bricklayers strike was brought to 


an end last evening without the strikers 
making any material gain except in wis- 
dom. 
The ending of the affair was due to 


the intervention of Thomas O'Dea of Co- 
hoes, N. Y., secretary of the International 
Bricklayers' and Masons' union. He came 
up here at the request of some labor lead- 
ers who were deeply interested in the mat- 
ter and desired to see fair play. It was 
generally believed that the men were act- 
ing hastily and were not acting j ustly to- 
wards the several contractors whose work 
was effected by the strike. 


A meeting was held in Temperance hall 


Adams, last night. The whole situation 
Was presented to the secretary by the 
men who busied themselves in the strike. 
His common sense arraignment when 
they had finished made some of them a 
little surprised. Mr. O'Dea pointed out 
that it was manifestly unfair for the brick- 
layers to demand a nine-hour day and a 
ten-hour raise at this particular time, and 
said his organization would give no sanc- 
tion to the demand. 
He said there was 


no one in all those who interested them- 
selves to make any such demand. He 
explained that if the men desired a 
nine hour 
day they might have 
it 


at tine-hour pay if they could make ar- 
rangements with their employers. 


This put an end to the strike, and the 


men went to work on the new Berkshire 
mill this morning to work nine hours for 
nine hours pay. 
They were receiving 


p.50 a day and now will only get $3.15. 
It should be pointed out that this action 
will be the means of the laborers who 
attend the men receiving a corresponding 
reduction unless the employer finds them 
work when the bricklayers have gone 
home. This was the condition on the 
Sperry block job in this town. 


Thomas O'Dea is said to be one of the 


most level headed men in trades unionism, 
and it is said he is a relative of Michael 
O'Dea, the tailor, of this town. 


CARPENTER WATER CASE. 


Continued Hearing Before 
the County 


Commissioners This Forenoon. 


The continued hearing in the case of 


George P. Carpenter against the Williams- 
town Water company for damages for the 
diverting of a stream was began in the 
district court room this morning. Mr, 
Carpenters case was conducted by John 
Aiken of Greenfield, district attorney for 
Franklin county, andB. P. Wood of Pitts- 
fleld. M. E. Couch, S. P. Thayer and C. E. 
Hibbard of Pittsfield appeared for the 
water company. The hearing was opened 
by Mr. Aiken reading the petition. He 
then read from the acts of 1885 part of the 
act of incorporation of the company and 
pointed out that the act only authorized 
the 
taking 
of 
lands 
and 
water 


in 
Williamstown. In 
1892 another 


act was passed eiviiig right to take waters 
of Paul Brook and its streams in tie 
town of North Adams. This is the brook 
over which the controversy is. The ef- 
fect of taking that water has been to in- 
jure the Carpenter interest. There has 
been since a period of entire dryness in 
that brook. The damage to the place is 
the loss of this supply of water for cattle 
and all domestic uses for from four to ten 
weeks each year and there is no other 
source of supply. There is another ele- 
ment of damage and that is the value of 
the property is reduced and damage is 
claimed for that. Mr. Aiken offered a 
certified copy of the taking from the reg- 
istrars office at North Adams to which no 
objections were made. The witnesses 
were then sworn and Lyman G. Barton 
was first placed on the stand.

THE BELL TELEPHONE'S CASE. 


Much public interest is centered in the 


fight now being made by the government 
lawyers against the Bell Telephone com- 
pany. It is a matter that effects not only 
competing companies but e\ ery person 
who uses a telephone. 


Although the Bell Telephone company 


has thus far worsted the government in 
its defense of the Berliner te 'ephone pat- 
ent, upon the validity of which the con- 
tinuancs of the 
telephon< 
monopoly 


hinges, the government has not relin- 
quished its purpose to carry the fight to 
the farthermost legal resort. The gov- 
ernment in 1693 brought suit to have the 
Berliner patent annulled on the ground 
that it was covered by a pre\ ious patent, 
and that the issuance of the: patent had 
been-jllegally delayed for fourteen years. 
In December, 1891, Judge Carpenter of the 
circuit court in Boston sustained the 
prayer of the government anddelared the 
patent null and void. The te lephone com- 
pany appealed the case to the circuit 
court of appeals, which in May last re- 
versed Judge Carpenter's <lecision, and 
remanded the case to his court with in- 
structions that he dismiss the bill. The 
decision of course sustained the validity 
of the Berliner patent. 


The telephone company accepts this 


decision as final, but it is held by the gov- 
ernment that there is still recourse to the 
Supreme court. The law creating circuit 
courts of appeals provides that the judg- 
ment of such courts shall be final in all 
cases arising under the patent laws, ex- 
cept where the judges certify a case to 
the supreme court, or where- the Supreme 
court directs a case to be brought before 
it for review on a writ of ctrtiorari. The 
representatives of the government hold 
that the case can be carried to the 
Supreme court on the ground that the 
question whether the Unitc:d States has 
right to sue for the annulment of a patent 
is different from a controversy between 
private individuals over a patent right. 
If this is denied they contend that they 
can bring the case before the Supreme 
sourt on a writ of certiorari.

The Now Gas Plant. 


Work is going on With rapidity at the 


gas house, where the new water gas plant 
is being put in. The work is being done 
by the United das Improvement com' 
pany and is supervised by H. E. Moriii of 
the company. A new part was added to 
the gas house and in it were placed new 
boilers, an engine and other apparatus for 
the making of the gas. 
The gas is made 


of fine crude oil or uaptha and condensed 
steam. There are three shells in a regu- 
lar row. In the first tue -water is heated 
to steam, in the second the gases ot the 
water or illuminants, are separated, and 
in the third they are combined with the 
oil gas. The gas then goes through p. 
washer and scrubber in turn, thence 
through the old refiners, to a new relief 
tank. The new relief tank is twenty-eight 
feet in diameter aud has a capacity of 
GOOD feet. 
It is of the latest improved 


pattern, made of steel instead of masonry 
and is put up by tho company's workmen. 
The outside shell which is of steel is tilled 
with water and the tank rises and sinks in 
it. Another large tank is to be built on 
the north side of the gas works fifteen 
feet in diameter and ten feet high, for the 
storage of oil. Its capacity is 12,000 gal- 
liins. The whole arrangement will supply 
about 100,000 feet of gas in twenty-four 
hours and 
the 
gaa will be much 


brighter and made cheaper. The gas can 
be made with thirty candle illuminating 
power. The work will be finished about 
twentieth of this month.

NO MIDDLE GROUND IN THE USE OF 


THIS INSIDIOUS DRUG. 


Darker Races Leas Affected Than People 


With White Skim—Growth of the Habit 


, In the United States—Many Victims Ac- 


quire the Taste Throueh Medicine. 


Men froiii time immemorial have al- 


ways sought to defend thpir own trans- 
gressions, and this is a peculiar feature 
fit the opium habit. 
Those who were 


deepest steeped in the drug would not 
be likely to appear eui witnesses at all, 
and the statement of any opium liab- 
itue, whether Indian, Chinaman or 
American, should be accepted with 
many grains of salt. 
However, as first 


stated, opium does not affect the dark 
races nearly so disastrously as the white 
races. It is by no means, anomalous be- 
cause we find that, while natives of hot 
countries may drink coffee in large 
qnantities without injury, those of the 
colder climates are frequently most hurt- 
fully affected by the imbibition. Again, 
tea may be drank freely by northern 
people, while in the tropics it must lie 
partaken of fringerly. 
The readiness 


with which North American Indians 
fall into alcoholic inebriety aud the re-- 
sisiance which American negroes offer 
to the same potable sro noteworthy 
facts. 
Cocoa, the stimulant' of South 


American Indians, is not nearly so <!ele- 
terions in the altitudes iu which it is 
used as it has been found to be in this 
country. Sowilhoprani. The dark races 
—the Chinese, Hindoos, Africans, Ma- 
lays, etc.—almost without exception, 
may resort to the drug with a freedom 
that a white man can never dare assume. 


Within fti« past 20years the importa- 


tion of opium, exclusive of that which 
is prepared for smokim? purposes, has 
increased upward of sevenfold in the 
'United States,moro than 800,000 pounds 
having beeu brought, hero during the 
.last, liiual year. Two million Americans 
have tho habit, and in all cases among 
people of tho United Slates this habit, 
is pernicious in its effects—t,onl ami 
body destrojiug. 


There is micondifioii more pitiable and 


pitiful than that of a white man iu the 
gyves of opium. It dwarfs the moral na- 
ture, making a liar and a deceiver of tho 
habitue. It injuriously affects the phys- 
ical man in all his parts. It produces in- 
sanity and luads to death. 
The habit is 


deadening iu its effects upon the white 
man, aud it were better for one that he 
,had never been born or that he should 
jtie a stone about his neok and jnrup in- 
to the sea than that he should once come 
within tho power of the opinm tyrant. 
' It is not; strange that opium should 
affect tiie Srfinicivilized and barbarian 
less than (lie enlightened man for tho 
reason that the demands made upon Uis 
nervous forces of the former aro much 
less than with the latter. In this coim- 
'try the habit is rarely found among mus- 
cle workers or others whose lives call 
for moderate exercise or brain or nerv- 
ous energy. 
Ophinj is au intellectual 


drug. 
It sacks its victims amoug Ihe 


thinkers and intelligent actors of higher 
civilization. 
Where it takes lodgment 


'in others, it is a physiological fact ti^ 
its tenure is much less secure than iu 
the former case. 


The fact that medical science knows 


no other reiiiedy for cefta'in forms of 
iiain aud "disease; the fact that opium 
does give rest, in single doses, to him 
who suffers from nervous exhaustion or 
waste of forces—in this lies the constant 
menace of the opiate. 
That the physi- 


cians of this country recognize the im- 
minent danger of the drug is shown iu 
the fact that it would be next to impos- 
sible to find one of the profession who 
will admit that he has ever fastened the 
habit upon a patient. 
In other words, 


the medical profession ol the United 
States unitedly urges the greatest pos- 
sible caution in its use and as far ns 
possible the withholding of knowledge 
of the fact of its administration from 
the sick person. 


Opium has its merits in the hands of 


the skillful and experienced practition- 
er, and because this is sq it is likely to 
retain its place in the pharmacopoeia, 
but it should never be taken except as 
the physician prescribes it. 
This safe- 


guard even does not avail, since reliable 
statistics show that at least 75 per cent 
of the opium habitues of the United 
States had the habit fastened upon them 
by their family physician. 
Safety with 


,the white man, so far as opium is con- 
cerned, lies in keeping away from it al- 
together.—William Rosser Cobbe in 
Banner of Gold.

FIVE MEN DEAD. 


A Sixth Narrowly Escaped the Same Fale In a 


Providence Gashouso. 


PBOVIDEXCS, Sept. 5.—By the bursting 


of a gas muin at the works of the Provi- 
dence Gus company yesterday afternoon 
five men were suffocated and a sixth 
narrowly escaped death. The dead are: 
James Coiton, .I<vm°s R'ley, Charles Mc- 
Manus, Lawrence Burns and John Mc- 
Hamee. 


TheacHrlont was a most peculiar one. 


Tor several davs leaking gas ha-, been de- 
tected iu the holder, and yesterday the 
company sent six men under a foreman to 
find and repair tile leak, which proved lo 
come from a defective valve connecting the 
four-inch main vrhieh supplies the West- 
field street holder with gas from the main 
holder on Globe street. The unfortunate 
men had .last returned from dinner at 1 
o'clock, and guiiigdown tho wooden stairs 
which leads from the entrance of the 
holder to the cellar below, began to v\x>rk 
on the broken valve. 


They disconnected it, and tied a big 


cloth bag about the large mam extending 
in from the street, when, for some reason 
ot other, the bag gave way, and an im- 
mense volume of gas rushed out. Iu much 
less time than it takes to tell it, all were 
overcome, and before they could reach tho 
foot of 'he stairs, within a few feet of 
them, they dropped dead, with the excep- 
tion of one, who managed to creep up 
stairs, where t he fresh air enabled him to 
recover sufficiently to reach the street. 


Immediately after it became known that 


the men were unab'.e to got out, willing 
bands attempted to go to the rescue, but 
nothing could bo done while tho escaping 
gas rushed up t* * cellar stairs. Foreman 
Allen did all ho could, but there was no 
cut-off in the street, and he knew not 
which way to turn. 
The police were 


quickly ou the spot and roped off West- 
field street, and Medical Examiner Palmer 
stood in the doorway to prevent anybody 
from going down the stairs. 


Soon after 3 o'clock the gas company 


sanl a ging of men to dig up the street in 
front of the terrible grave, to get at the 
main hhut-off further 
along, it being 


understood that no other means of shut- 
ting i>ff tho gas could be attained, and 
?ven then it meant two hours' work. 
Foreman Allen took a hand in the excava- 
tion, and was overcome before the digging 
had proceeded far. He was taken to the 
Rhode Island hospital.

GAINED nOM FAVOR, 


Chinese Ji'ow Appreciate the Value of 


American Education, 


Advice of Hong Yung Wing 


Is Eagerly Sought. 


Specimen of a Proclamation by an Official 


Who Believes In Justice. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—A letter from Rev. 


T. W. Houston, dated Nankin, July 12, 
was received yesterday by Robert K. Speer, 
secretary of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions in the Presbyterian church in the 
United States. The letter says: 
-1 had an interview last week with Hong 
Yung Wing. Ho will bo remembered as 
the man in whose charge 120 Chinese boys 
were taken to New England in 1872 to at- 
tend school. Owing to misrepresentations 
they were recalled, in 1881, before their 
education was completed, but after they 
had imbibed very many advanced ideas, 
which caused them to be severely dis- 
countenanced by Chinese officialdom. 
But in the late war they were found to bo 
the only officers of the navy who could be 
depended on to fight. They were plucky, 
capable and loyal. This has advanced 
them to favor wit!) those officials who are 
inclined to be progressive, and our viceroy, 
Jang Chii Tung, cabled to Yung Wing, 
who is an American citizen, and has been 
living at Hartford for 13 years, to come 
out. 


The object is to consult in regard to an 


educational system for China. The north- 
ern great viceroy, Li Hung Chang, has 
also invited him to Tien-Ts'm for the same 
purpose, and the secretary of the board of 
revenue wants him to go to Pekin -on 
the same business. These are China's 
most powerful men, and while all that we 
would like to see in an educational plan 
may not be brought about, wo may cer- 
tainly hope to see some significant results. 


In Szcchuan, 2UOO miles west, whole- 


sale destruction of mission property has 
taken place; here we are sought after by 
the officials. Three weeks ago our dis- 
trict magistrate invited all the men of our 
mission community to dinner, treating 
them with all honor, and now comes, un- 
solicited, one of the best proclamations 
which has been issued in China since the 
eve of modern missions. Translated, it is 
as follows: 


Unusual Display of Friendship. 


Given by Li, by grace of the emperor, com- 


missioner of salt revenU3, expectant intendailt 
of circuit, aud prefect of the Jaing Ning (Nan- 
kin) circuit, being advanced three steps in 
office and having one brevet ra.uk, having 
13 times honorable mention in official records. 


For the purpose of publicly and strictly 


charging the people concerning foreigners, 
who have in whatsoever points of the interior 
established chapels, schools or like places—for 
a long time these h>we been permitted by the 
emperor's commands. Now, having examined 
tho doctrine hdlU in every place pertaining to 
this prefecture, we flnd that there have bein 
established free schools where tha poor ch.l- 
di-ea of Cliina may receive instruction; hos- 
pitals whore Chinamen may freely receive 
healing; tbafc the niisal.inaru'S all are really 
good; not only do th^y not take the people's 
possessions, D.ib thay do not beeui to desire 
men's praiS'3. 


Already the prefect, w.tu the magistrates 


of the provincial capital, has personally vis- 
ited each hall and commanded the magistrates 
of outside districts to. personally visit each 
out'Station of the churches, and talk with tlia 
missionaries. They have personally observed 
the hospitals, sohoolhouses, etc. They are for 
&oo$ .established with tha .sincere de-sire to 
save men. Although Chinamen are pleased to 
do goods t^tjre are none who excel these mis- 
sionaries. „ 


Wo think it rjeht, therefore, to put forth 


this proclamation, plainly charging soldiers 
and all poopla. iH».,it known-that foreigners 
here renting or otherwise setting up halls do 
so to savet&^id to, Jirlp the poor, and that thera 
is not the least .underhtmdedness. Let it not 
be that .you, on the contrary,- wrongly invent 
falae reports a»4ev.en commit crimes and mis- 
demeanors, 
Ifffthsre should b© shameless 


villain*.-,who, thinking -to- *-nsh for wealth" 
(1. e.,-take by vmlance), in vent reports and cre- 
ate disturbance* falsely accusing [the mis- 
sionaries] of offenses, they will be flist 
thoroughly examined and strictly dealt with. 
They will be punished to the fullest measure, 
certainly not leuiently. 
You have been in- 


formed and warned. Do nob disregard this 
proclamation, {riven on the t2th of the inter- 
calary 50th month, 21st year of Kuang-Hu 
(July 4,1883)._

Cup Committee Gives Out the Rules Governing 


the Contest 


NEW Y)BK, Sept. 5.—While the interest 


in the yacht races this year seems to be 
greater than ever before, the betting has 
been light. 


The general disposition has been to offer 


3 to 3 against Valkyrie, but little money 
has been wagered at these odds. Both 
sides appear to be chary of giving odds, 
and the reported odds of 3 to 1 laid iu Eng- 
land are laughed at by Captain Sycamore. 


No race will be started later than 3 


o'clock in the afternoon. In case of a 
calm the start may be delayed until 1:30, 
after which the committee may exercise 
their discretion in regard to starting at 
all, or postponing the race. 


Unless something unexpected happens, 


the racing days will be Sept. 7, 9,11, 13 
and 14, should five races be necessary. 
There is still some doubt in regard to the 
last of these dates. It may be changed by 
mutual consent. 


The Valkyrie is now undergoing her 


final scraping, painting and general tun- 
ing up before the races. The pot-lead has 
not proved permanent, and a new prepara- 
tion, tiie ingredients of which are kept 
secret, will be used this time below the 
watcrline. 


While the interest in the yacht races 


this year seems to be greater than ever 
before, the'betting has been light. 


The regatta committee of the New York 


Yacht club yesterday announced the

The start will be made off Sandy Hook

nal at 11. 


Courses: No. 1 (letter C)—From 
the 


starting line, to and around a mark 15 
miles to windward; or to leeward and re- 
turn, leaving the mark on the starboard 
hand. 


No. 2 (letter D)—From the starting line, 


10 miles to and around the mark; thence 
10 miles to and around a second Mark, 
and thence 10 miles to finish line, turning 
the marks on the outside of the triangle, 
to port and starboard, according as the 
yachts are sent around. 


Starting and finishing lines will be be- 


tween a point on the committee boat, in- 
dicated by a white flag, and the mainmast 
of the lightship or other stakcboat, if the 
start is made farther out to sea. These 
lines will be at right angles with the out- 
ward and home courses, respectively. 


Qompass courses will be set before the 


preliminary signal is made. The signals 
for course No. 2 must be read beginning 
forward. 


Marks will be floats displaying a red 


flag with white stripe. The position of 
each float will be indicated by a tug show- 
ing a red ball and stationed about 100 
yards beyond. Should a float be wrecked, 
its place will be taken by its marking tug, 
which will show the club signal in addi- 
tion to the ball, -md in turning the tug 
the directions for turning the float will 
govern. 


Starting signals: Preparatory—A gun 


will be ftred, the "Blue Peter" set and the 
red ball hoisted. Starts-Ton minutes later 
a gun will be fired and the ball will drop. 
Handicap time—Two minutes later a gun 
will bo fired and the ''Blue Peter" hauled 
down. 


Should a signal gun miss fire, a pro- 


longed blast of the whistle will be given. 


Recall signal: A yacht crossing the 


line before the starting signal is made 
will be recalled by a blast o£ the whistle 
and the display of her private signal. 


Postponed signals: (letter H)—Do you 


assent to postponing start until later in 
the day? (Loiter G)—Do you assent to 
calling race off for the day? If a yacht 
assents, she will display letter C. If a 
yacht dissent1-, she will display letter D. 
(Letter L)—Race postponed on account 
of'fog.
